NEW YORK—Fear and suspicion 


are the forces that stand between 
France and Germany. Lord Robert 
Cecil, no-ted British exponent; of 
the le-ague of nations, declared in 
an address before the Foreign Poli- 
cy association Monday night. 


Addressing his 
first 
American 


audience, Lord Robert, 
who 
has 


come to the United States -or a 
series of speeches on behalf of the 
league, declared it was essential for 
world safety to "turn the minds of 
nations from force as

City Is Fortunate 


. "Madison . is 
fortunate

supply, both in quantity and qual- 
ity," W. T. Kirchoffer, sanitary en- 
gineer, said in his talk before the 
Lion's dub at noon today. 


"The supply of this city is being 


decreased at the rate of a'bout 2 
feet a year, and as the wells are 
from 500 to 800 feet deep it -will be 
some time before the supply is ex- 
hausted." 


Mr. 'Kirchoffer has made an ex- 


tensive study of the water supply j 
of the state, and has printed sev- 
eral bulletins on this su'bject. 
He 


gave a short summary of his work, 
and research in his talk today. 


_ "The northern part 
of the state 


is glacial formation, arid has 
an 


underlying- rock formation of gran- 
ite. 
The deep wells in this section 


are usually 
of soft 
water, 
hard 


water generally being found where 
there is a limestone formation. The 
hard waters'Contain iron and man- 
ganese deposits', a very small quan- 
tity being 
enough 
to color 
the 
water.

"Some of the larger cities of the 


state have surface water for their 
supply. 
Of these some have puri- 


fication plants-, while others simply 
use chlorine, which is a very effect- 
ive way of ridding 
the water of 
any disease germs. 


"We are fortunate that we havi 


a deep well, for if the supply were 
exhausted, we would simply have 
to move the well a short distance to 
bnng in another," Mr. Kirchoffer 
said in concluding his talk.

ficial lighting $84,000.

merchandise was estimated at $1,650,- 
000, extra precautions $450,000, cleaning

city of Madison it is evident that the 


figures would show a proportionate in- 
jury here. The laundry and dry clean- 
ing bill, the damage done to merchants' 
stocks in the business section and the de- 
facing of the capitol building are items 
that would mount into thousands of dol- 
lars.

Holy scripture is full of 
tne Lord's moral law for nations as well as for 
tne individual. Here is an example how the Eng- 
lish ministers dealt vdth this moral law in the 
English churches during the war. Isaiah 54 was 
a much used chapter, verses 2-4 reads: "Enlarge 
the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth 
the curtains of thine habitation; spare not, 
lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy stakes. 
For wen shall .break forth on the right hand 
and on the left; and thy seed shall inheri- the 
Gentiles and make the desolate cities to be in-' 
hab,.ed ' a. s. f.
